A h igh er benefit may be 
accredited to th e getting togeth er of 
congenial and kinured spirits In th e 
inspiration wh ich comes from work- j 
ing and th inking togeth er and from 
th e vital spark wh ich is struck out 
by th e attrition of mind upon m ind.' 
It would be a great blessing if evdry 
farm community in th e land could 
enjoy th e advantage of such a strong 
and well cemented society 
as th is 
wh ich met at th e old h ome of Judge 
Beth ea of th e U. S. district 
court. 
Judge Beth ea h imself is a ch arter 
meatier and nev er mio ses an o ppo r-j 


mate, h aving few drouth s or crop 
failures, togeth er with th e trem en­ 
dous industry of th e people, accounts 
for th e well tilled fields, well trim ­ 
med y ards and well built h ouses. 
Of course it is a corn country and 
th e refusal of th e Borden people to 
accept milk from a farm wh ereon a 
silo stands, is a piece of discrimina­ 
tion unjustified by general experience 
or scientific experiment. It may seem 
h arsh to say th at such a rule comes 
from pure prejudice; doubtless th e 
milk company is sincere in its belief 
th at silage milk is not good milk. 
Two y ears ago extensive experi­ 
ments were conducted at th e Illinois 
Experiment station and samples of 
silage and non-silage milk were sub­ 
m itted to a large number of persons, 
including students, teach ers and cit­ 
izens, none of wh om knew wh at th e 
samples were nor wh y th ey were risk­ 
ed to test th em.
